Others  prefer  t..  sav  that  tl...  war  onlv 
led  to  the  discovery  of  what  ha.l  alrea.lv  l..njr  been  the  fa.t.  "  Be  that  as  it  nuiv 
tns  IS  a  all  events  true  that  there  was  no  otlu-ial  r.M.oj,M.iti..n  of  the  overseas 
dominions  a.s  autonomous  states  until  the  war.  and  that  n..w  the  fact  is  olli.i-.ilv 
conceded  not  only  by  Great  Britain,  but  by  all  the  other  nan  ms  of  th..  w..rl.l  ' 
Of  course  the  birth  .,f  a  nation,  or  th..  .liscovery  of  the  birth  of  a  nation, 
and  of  their  own  nation  at  that,  must  be  a  pn.foun.l  event  for  the  lawvers  of 
Canada,  and  it  was  fitting  that  they  should  invite  their  r(.|ati...w  t..  assist  in 
the  celebration  of  the  event.  May  we  therefore  regar.l  this  as  a  lawv..rs'  national 
birthday  celebration,  and  Viscount  Crve.  and  .Mr.  Taft  ami  Sir  Au.'kland  Oe.ldes 
as  wise  men  from  the  East  and  South  come  to  h.mour  th..  n..w  star  in  th..  national 
hrmament.

I<us>ia 
is  another  name  for  anarchy  and  (dd  chao*  come  ajrain.  France  and  li.aly  are 
war-torn  and  weaiy  and  will  not  recover  from  the  slnak  in  a  ^'iteration.  Besi.les 
they  liave  no  area  for  expansion  and  no  reserve  for  natural  re.sources.  So  that 
the  jjeoffraphers'  ;i>t  of  first  rate  |)owers  of  my  hoyhood  has  been  pretty  well 
shot  '•Q  pieces,  a!i(l  the  Aii^do-Saxoii  nations  alone  emerge  i'(miparatively  and 
poteiitu'tly  jireater  than  they  were  before  and  therefore  with  correspondin;;ly 
greater  responsibilities.  The  North  American  continent,  from  the  l{io  (Jraiide 
to  the  .Arctic  Circle,  the  (ontineiit  of  Au^tI•alia.  New  Zca'and.  outh  Africa, 
and  lastly,  ilic  n-lit  little,  lij^ht  little  islaiiil>.  -et  like  ^.'enis  in  the  mist 
of  the  seas,  the  Kinj;doni  of  (Jreat  Britain  and  Ireland,  mother  of  the  free  institu- 
tions and  of  the  lommoii  hi'v  of  them  all — in  the  hands  of  these  nations,  for 
jrood  or  for  ill.  is  to  a  very  lar^'e  extent  the  destiny  of  the  w<—ld. 

And  if  any  division  of  the  nations  of  the  world  into  classes  were  now  to  he 
made  by  freofiraphers  or  historians  for  the  information  of  the  risinjj  };eneratioii. 
Canada  and  Australia  would  certainly  he  included  anioiiir  the  first  half  do/en 
names,  and  any  study  of  the  i)resent.  or  forecast  of  the  future,  relations  of  the 
Britannic  nations  must  take  notice  of  this  cl  inj.'e  of  status  of  Canada  and  Australia, 
It  has  ceased  tf)  be  a  question  for  aradeniic  discussion.  It  is  Tiot  a  matter  of 
theory  or  arijumeiit.      It    is  a   matter  oi  conditions   and   of  fact. 

Greatness  in  a  nation  docs  not  depend  who'iy  upon  any  one  factor.  It 
eertainly  does  not  depend  upon  numbers-— else  Cliini  would  be  tlie  frrcatest  country 
in  the  world.  Tt  does  not  depend  upon  area  alone,  or  Russia  would  he  (Greatest, 
l^oth  numbers  and  area  are  factors,  but  the  f.'reatest  assets  of  a  nation  and  there- 
fore the  greatest  factors  in  nationality  are  in  the  character,  the  intellifrence.  the 
enerarv  and  the  initi.itive  of  her  people. 

Panada  lias  vast  area  and  boundless  reserves  of  natural  resources  and  O.Onn.OtV) 
of  people  unsuri.assed  in  intelliirence.  cnerirv.  initiative  and  character  by  the  pe'-pl. 
of  any   nation    in   the  world,  and    if  not   now   aetually    in   the  front   rank  of  the
